Kdltor Halti).'an siiid that in pre- 
sent in.p his lecture he was influenced 
by the'fa<'t that l.io little is known 
even «.monff the Irish people of the 
magnificent <leeds performed by men 
of Irish blood In. the history of 
America and in the eststolisbment of 
the American rep«bUc. They played 
prominent parts, he said, from the 
time of fhe i>ri(rinnl thirteen colonies 
up to the prer.ent day. Were it not 
for men of Irish blood, he asserted, 
it is pr<rp;iitile that Americans woul l 
li;i\c found ihcmsi'lves fo<Iay in the 
same positi(.ll as the pcoph- of the 
IVnniuion of Cantlda subjo ts of the 
Kiiii: of (ircMt Hritain. Mr. llalliK-aii 
said ainonjf other things that during 
the ixist forty years, or since the 
close 'O f the civil war, there liadl)een 
a well-planned movement in this 
. country to distort Aanerlcan Revoiii- 
iionsry history »s far as possible, 
and especially to ignore the uriA ele- 
ment in the establishment o* the na- 
tion. The movement, he isaid, did not 
spring from the hearts of the .Vmerl- 
can. people^ It iw«.s not born i>n this 
shle. but It was a direct iuiportatioti 
frcmi the eneuiies of tin- Irish race 
across the sea. 'I'lie same power whica 
jnonopidized as far as possible Irish 
genius ttt home to its own glory now 
seeks to destroy it in this country, 
where it is beyond its control, con- 
tended the speaker. 

The address was illustrated with 
one hundred views, to many of which 
the utmost interest ettaehed. Those 
<ui w-hi<-h were shown the pictures of 
tin- first American Bishop, liiylu Kev. 
John Carroll; Cardinal i;il>l)ons, tlir 
green flag of K.rin and the xtars and 
stripes of this c<>untr\-. Mollie ritcher 
tal<in)f till" place of her fallen hu~- 
l>an<l. Comniodore .lack Harry, An- 
drew .hnksou. and the umuv other 
sons of Krin who shed their blood in 
the gre»t struggle for American liV>- 
ertjr, were loudly applauded. To 
many it was nnknown that the great 
Irlrfi Catholic ctengymsn, Rev. John 
CarroU, had delivered Mm pansgyric 
at the <Ieorge WMAiington memorial 
services, or that an Irishman named 
Logan was the father of the first 
white child bom in K"ntiu'ky, where 
three comities were natne<l after Iri^ii 
pioneers. In his reference to the 
atrocious historv of Kn^jlaud in Ire- 
land and .Vimerica he cpioted Lord 
Mount.joy, who declare<l tlwit Kniflaiul 
ha<l lost this country through the 
Irtsh. He also took President Elliot, 
of Harvard University to task and 
showed him in • true but unenviable 
light, even though he had been com- 
pelled to do the IrliAi a small meav- 
ure of justice.

A long lucid and manly s])eech on the 
subject is one of the last things 
.Tnnies Ityrcc is leaving to us to re- 
niemlier him by. If Mr. Itr\ci' h.id 
his Wii\ we would L'el our luoiiex's 
worth, luuidi as :i r e t:ised. I'ut 

his (iiioiidam I'o-law makers arc afraid 
to ghe many concessions to the 
Catholic majority. ■ .

In response to a reciuesi of the 
Associated Press, Williaiu O'Brien, 
the member of Parliament from Cork 
Oity, has outliacd the impending lri«j 
measure by which the Government 
proposes to meet the growing deV 
mands for the Irish home rule, Th<^ 
presentation of this blll is i^vaited 
with eager interest, but the exact 
terms continue to be surrounded by 
Government secrecy. O'Brien while 
disclaiming authoritative informii 
Ion, is c.vccptionally qualified to state 

tl sseiitial features of the bill, as 

he is (Mie of the Irish leaders formoat 
in supporl in^,-- a soluti in of the Irish 
ijuestion along the Lines on whioh 
the Government is now prooeeding. 
Mr. O'Brien said Saturday: 

"In the first plsoe, it Is certain that 
the bill will not 'hf presented as a 
settlement of the Irisn claim for self- 
government, but only as' a prellmt- 
nafy experiment. Whatever arrange- 
tnents may be proposed as to the pres- 
ent powers or constitution of tlu" 
liisli ( oiineil. they will be provisiOnu 
and "ill be left open to eiilargeiiicn 
in a period of ten years at the u 
most, or as I hope and believe, five 
y ears. In the seeond pla<'e, tlie lviiig|s 
speech may be taken as defining |h,. 
scope of the <-ouncirs functions. I liat 
Is to say, they will embrucf control 
of all the administrative departments 
kiiown at present as 'Dublin Castle, 
with the exception. I am afraid,' of 
the Koyal Irish constabulary and of 
ttie iudiciary. and will, in 'addition, 
iiulude the speiidiii>r, although not 
the raisiiifr ,,f the (rreuter part of 
Irish taxation. The oinmissioii of tin- 
word "legislative' from the King" 
speech tells its own history. Kxcep 
private bill legislation, it is' not likel 
that the Irish bill will {irof 
entrust the council with legislative 
powers. It is probable, however, that 
the bill may be so amended as to en- 
able the Irish council to pass upon at 
least (Mie slin;e of all the Irish bills. 
\'ery likely the incmlH-rs of the dov- 
eriiiiienl have not yet made up their 
minds finally between the various 
siigg«stionB as to the constitution of 
the new body. One or two tUngs. 
however, may be taken as certain. 
One is that the Irish representation 
in the Imperial Parliament will re- 
main as at present, and another is 
thai the whole 111:; Irish members ot 
the Imperial Parliiinieiit w.ill be ipso 
facto members of the new Irish 
Ceiuicil. 

"It niny be taken as granted that 
the principle first laid down in Wynd- 
hatn s development of Ireland's grant 

will be s|>eelfleally recognized, viz., 
that any savings made in the present 
enormous cost of the Im)ierial estab- 
lishnieiits cd' police and the Juiliiciary 
ill Irehiiid slisill become exclusively 
Ireland's property, to be disposed ol 
as the Irish council thinks fit. It the 
experiment is once tried and worked 
in a spirit of moderation and geod 
sense, an Irish e/iuncil will iiievdt.ably 
and by universal consent expand in- 
to a fullblown Irish Parliament. 
Otherwise wc will oiilv in- wasting 
the session and plowing the .suinls. 

.Monday night the question of Ire- 
land played a prominent part in the 
Houae of Commons, the opposition 
leaders accusing the Ministers ot 
breaking their election pledges by en- 
deavor to gi\e Ireland an installment 
ot home rule. The opposition fur- 
ther tried to bring out the siipposert 
d;ver;;eiiec of views amonjr the .Min- 
isters oil the home rule <juesti<m. I liB 
idea being that Chief Secretary tor 
Ireland Birrell, in confessing himself 
a home ruler, must be antagonistio 
to that section of the Cabinet repre- 
sented by Cliancellor of the Bxche- 
qiier .Xsipiith. In the absence of 
I'rHMiiier CampbellfDannermuii, who 
is siifferiiiif from cold, .Vsipiitli re- 
plied lo the opposition, lie proliiiscil 
that iioliody juside or outside the 
House wan yet in possession of the 
details of the Government's Irish 
plans, and contended that there was 
nothing noveJ in the declarations 
made by the Premier and Secretary 
Birrell "tluit the ultimate solution of 
the Irish problem could be found only 
in some form of home rule. 

"Who. then." iiskcd Asquilh, "are 
those guiltv of political perfidy'/ .\m 
I one of them',' If. when the <iovern- 
ment's scheme is produced, it is found 
to contain anything in the letter or 
spirit. Inconsistent with or in viola- 
tion of any pledge or assurance 1 
have given cither before or during 
tile election. Iwill iiimicdialely resign.

While the qtiestlon wa« being di* 
cussed, and b.'fore the vote was 
taken, Ministi .- P.iianil dolared tli.l 
it was unworthy of lU-publicans. or 
even free thinkers, not to lespect th ' 
faith of millions of their fellow- 
countrymen. The object of separa- 
tion, he said, wjis disestablishment, 
not persecution. Lil)crly of worship.

The Catiholic 
Church was not like any other sec*. 
It ha^l seen fit to forfeit it* churches, 
seminaries and rectories of which it 
mlfrht now toe in possession, but this 
did not prevent the Government from 
reoognizincr the right of the Catholics 
to worship, and the Qoverament 
liierefore intended to keep the Catb- 
olic churches open for Catholics and 
for no one else.
